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REPORT. 


We  offer  the  following  as  our  Thirty -fourth  Annual 
Report :  — 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Home  first  demands  our 
attention.  Last  year,  by  the  exercise  of  strict  economy, 
we  kept  within  our  income  ;  but  during  the  present  year 
wre  have  been  obliged  to  expend  over  eight  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  on  repairs  to  the  plumbing,  and  for  improving  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  house ;  and  our  bills  for  wages 
and  provisions  have  been  somewhat  increased.  As  the 
gifts  and  bequests  to  the  Home,  upon  which  we  have  been 
obliged  of  late  }mars  to  rely  to  meet  our  current  expenses, 
were  very  much  less  than  usual,  the  result  has  been,  that 
we  have  exceeded  our  income  by  some  fifteen  hundred 
dollars. 

What  we  need  is  a  larger  number  of  annual  subscribers. 
If  every  friend  of  the  Home  would  promise  to  add  one 
new  name  to  the  list,  we  should  soon  have  an  income 
sufficient  for  our  wants. 

During  the  year,  the  usual  amount  of  temporary  assist¬ 
ance  has  been  given  *to  families  by  receiving  and  taking 
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caie  of  the  children  while  the  parents,  from  sickness, 
want  of  work*,  or  from  other  causes,  were  unable  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  them. 

Our  most  important  work,  however,  to  which  we  can¬ 
not  too  often  call  the  attention  of  our  friends,  is  in  pro¬ 
curing  places  for  homeless  children,  where  they  are  law¬ 
fully  adopted,  and  brought  up  as  members  of  the  families, 
whose  names  they  receive  ;  in  most  cases  never  knowing* 
that  they  are  not  with  those  who  gave  them  birth.  When 
we  changed  our  rules,  nine  years  ago,  so  far  as  to  receive 
infants  when  given  up  to  us  for  adoption,  we  found  the 
number  of  actual  adoptions  much  increased  thereby.  The 
desire  seems  to  be  increasing  in  the  community,  among 
those  who  have  no  children,  to  provide  themselves  in  this 
way  with  these  priceless  gifts  ;  and  to-day  we  have  sev¬ 
eral  good  homes  ready  for  their  reception. 

As  the  years  pass  by,  we  have  visits  and  letters  from 
these  parents  by  adoption,  telling  us  what  wonderful  chil¬ 
dren  the}*  have,  and  what  blessings  the  little  ones  have 
proved  to  be.  AYe  see  that  the  blessing  is,  indeed,  three¬ 
fold,  not  only  to  the  child  who  has  acquired  a  home  and 
all  that  that  word  expresses,  but  also  to  the  husband  and 
to  the  wife  to  whom  the  joy  and  delight  of  parental  love 
are  unfolded. 

AYe  give  a  few  extracts  from  the  manv  letters  that  are 
received  from  these  homes.  One  woman  writes,  “The 
year  which  I  was  to  wait  to  answer  the  law  has  now 
passed  (yesterday),  and  I  am  very  anxious  to  have  the 
adoption  papers  as  soon  as  possible. ” 
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Another  says,  “  We  could  not  possibly  spare  the  little 
girl  taken  from  your  Home  last  spring,  and  we  desire  to 
adopt  her  legally.  She  is  as  dear  to  us  as  our  own  child 
could  be.” 

A  third  writes,  u  Baby  Is  a  rosy-clieeked,  plump  little 
girl,  the  delight  not  only  of  ourselves,  but  of  her  grand¬ 
parents  also.  I  hardly  know  how  to  stop  writing  about 
her,  she  is  such  a  wonderful  little  thing  to  us  ;  and  I 
write  this  as  I  sit  rocking  her  cradle.” 

And  still  another  says,  “  Our  little  one  is  seven  months 
old  to-day,  and  is  just  as  good  and  cunning  as  a  baby  can 
be.  We  are  very  glad  to  get  our  adoption  certificate  ;  for 
w^e  now  feel  sure  she  is  truly  our  own,  and  no  earthly 
power  can  take  her  from  us.  We  cannot  be  too  thankful 
for  this  treasure  that  has  been  given  us.” 

We  could  fill  a  volume  with  similar  testimonies.  As 
the  Home  has  been  at  work  for  thirty-four  years,  and 
very  many  who  have  been  its  inmates  are  now  men  and 
women  (the  total  number  on  our  books  to  date  being 
fifty-six  hundred  and  forty),  wre  are  able  to  judge  fairly 
of  the  results,  and  to  see  the  triumph  of  education  and 
home  influence  over  an}7  original  bad  traits. 

We  have  in  our  recollection  the  name  of  onlv  one  who 
has  been  arrested  for  a  breach  of  the  lawr,  and  wre  feel 
sure  that  our  children  will  compare  favorably  with  a 
similar  number,  taken  in  a  body,  from  any  part  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

A  gentleman  called  on  us  a  few  months  since,  who  took 
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one  of  our  little  girls  twenty  }*ears  ago.  He  described 
her  —  now  a  woman  —  as  of  a  gentle  and  loving  dispo¬ 
sition,  finety  educated,  and  an  ornament  to  the  circle  in 
which  she  lived.  When  we  spoke  of  the  noble  work  he 
had  done  for  her,  he  replied,  “  She  has  done  much  more 
for  me  than  I  can  ever  do  for  her.  Her  love  for  me  has 
been  a  joy  words  cannot  express.  When  she  had  been 
with  us  about  five  }*ears,  we  had  a  son  born,  and  now  I 
cannot  detect  the  least  difference  between  my  affection 
for  my  son,  and  that  for  my  daughter.” 

On  a  Christmas  Day  more  than  twent}r  jrnars  ago,  in 
one  of  the  worst  quarters  of  this  city,  two  ladies  found  in 
a  cellar  two  little  girls,  one  and  three  years  of  age,  clothed 
in  squalid  rags,  and  lying  on  a  bed  of  straw.  Their 
father  and  mother  had  been  sent  to  the  House  of  Correc¬ 
tion  for  drunkenness.  The  children  were  in  so  pitiable 
a  condition,  that  it  seemed  doubtful  if  they  could  live. 
The  younger  grew  weaker,  and  soon  died.  The  elder 
was  sent  to  an  excellent  home  in  the  country ;  but  for 
several  }*ears  her  health  was  very  delicate,  and  her  parents 
by  adoption  often  wrote  to  us  that  they  feared  lest  they 
should  fail  to  bring  her  up.  Their  efforts,  however,  were 
finally  successful,  and  the  puny  child  became  a  health}*,

intelligent,  and  beautiful  woman.  She  was  recently  mar¬ 
ried  ;  and  her  mother  writes  to  us,  “  She  is  well  married, 
and  happy ;  but  I  miss  her  more  and  more  every  day. 
My  husband  wept  aloud  at  her  departure.” 

Not  long  since,  we  visited  one  of  our  large  public  in- 
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stitutions  for  children.  The  children  all  seemed  well  fed 
and  clothed,  and  kindly  treated.  There  tlie3T  receive  a 
good  common  school  education  ;  hut  nothing  further  is 
done  to  help  them  get  a  livelihood  when  the}’  go  out  into 
the  world.  We  were  told  that  the  larger  boys  could  not 
be  taught  any  useful  trade,  for  fear  lest  the  ill-will  of  the 
trades-unions  should  be  excited  against  the  institution.

On  looking  over  the  numerous  throng,  one  could  plainly 
see  the  stamp  of  pauperism  upon  their  faces.  All  indi- 
viduality  seemed  to  be  lost.  As  we  thought  of  the  good 
homes  where  our  children  had  been  received  and  brought 
up,  all  the  more  strongly  were  we  impressed  with  the  im¬ 
portance  of  our  work  “  of  bringing  the  children  who  have 
no  homes  to  the  homes  which  have  no  children.  ” 

We  are  very  glad  to  see  that  public  opinion  is  fast 
coming  to  the  conclusion  that  the  only  proper  places  for 
children  to  be  brought  up  are  separate,  individual  homes, 
where  alone  can  love  and  tender  care  be  found.  To  this 
work  we  devote  our  constant  attention  ;  and  we  earnestly 
desire  the  aid  of  our  friends  in  carrying  it  forward. 

We  feel  grateful  to  our  friends  for  the  numerous  pres¬ 
ents  received  during  the  year,  and  especialty  for  the 
various  articles  of  clothing  that  are  always  useful.  We 
wish  to  thank  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  and 
others,  who  have  given  the  children  man}T  visits  to  the 
country.  So  much  benefit  is  derived  from  the  change, 
that  we  hope  the  day  is  not  far  off  when  some  good  friend 
of  the  Home  will  give  us  a  small  place  in  the  country 
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which  may  be  used  both  as  a  summer  home  and  as  a
